ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN NORTH AF- 
RICA, July 15 (AP)— The jaws of an allied damp 
have taken a deeper bite on eastern Sicilj' after a fur- - 
ious battle in which the British eighth army hurled 
back a powerful counter-attack by nazi armored 
forces, headquarters reports said today. 

The greatest advance was scored by the American 
seventh army, driving inland on a line parallel with 
the British east coast push. 

Led by Lieut. Gen. George S. Patton, jr., the Amer-: 
icans dug. into the Ragusa-Vizzini sector, moved for- 
ward some six or seven miles, captured another im- 
portant airdrome and took important heights. 

Another Italian general, commanding the 54th Na- 
poli division, surrendered with his staff south of Viz- 
zini. Vizzini is about 25 miles west and slightly south 
of captured Augusta, and about the same distance 
nortseast of Gela. 

Hurling itself forward against sterner resistance, 
the British eighth army of Gen. Sir BemaiMJ L. Mont- 
gomery drove to the town of Brucoli; four ihiles north 
of the port of Augusta after weathering' a crisis yes-

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BOMBER LOSSES 
The newa Irom the European front looks 
very, very good. Day alter day aod night after 
nlBht BiltUh and American bombers arc 
dcvaatatlna Germany, Italy, and their oc- 
cupied sources ot military supply. Wo are 
destroying tactorlea. disrupting communlca- 
tlona, dBmaalnB" nerves and morale. We have 
given Hitler and MujuoUnl a bad case of 
litters. 

Often our bombers destroy more axis planes 
than wo lose. With this nation's tremendous 
icaourccs, It vould appear that In such a 
war ot attrition wo can not possibly fall to 
■win. 

But WD arc sacrificing big planes for small 
ones, large crows for single pilots. Wc are 
.losing them In Increasing quantities as the 
desperate relch throws all she has Into de- 
fense. 

We can replace the planes. So tar as ma- 
chines go, the swap would be advantageous 
to us oven though our losses became oven 
heavier than they are likely to become. 

It Is the pilots, the navigators, the bombar- 
diers wc can't afford to lose. Upon the re- 
servo of such personnel now existing, and 
upon our ability to maintain the level of the 
pool for at least the remainder of 1B43, may 
depend whether we can substantially bomb 
Oermany put of the war. 

There is a parallel worth considering in 
Hitler's U-boats. Wo do not know exactly 
why, Just at the moment when they should 
have become most effective, the submarines 
failed. Our protective measures are morp^f- 
f iclcnt, ot course, and there has been effective 
bombing of U-boat bases. Vet many suspect 
that the collapse of the submarine menace Is 
due at least as much to Hitler's Inability to 
supply capable crews as .to onyi shortage of 
available undersea raiders themselves. 

Ten thousand Fortresses and Liberators are 
useless without skilled pilots, navigators and 
bombardiers. Just as hundreds ot U-boats 
are useless without trained crews with 
stomachs tor playing tag with depth charges 
and shells. 

The Germans believe we can't keep up our 
round-the-clock bombing. They have to be- 
lieve that, or capitulate, because it we can 
keep It up they are licked right now. 

Bo we must hope, and believe, that we con 
keep the pace, because that Is how the war 
can bo shortened — how those optimists who 
havo committed themselves to relo lively 
quick victory can make good. 



DISSENTING OPINION 

The dissenting opinion of Chief. Justice 
Stone In the Schneldcrman caso la so convinc- 
ing that no one can wonder at the concur- 
rence of Justices Roberts and Frankfurter. 
ThO/puzzle. after reading all ot the oplnloiu. 
Is how the other five Justices' minds worked 
to reject Justice Stone's logic and decide that 
Schneldcrman Is entitled to citizenship. 

Justice Stone's reasoning tllls-31 printed 
pages, but the gist of ft can be summarized 
quite briefly. 

When Schneldcrman was naturalized, in 
1027, he had been for six years an active 
Communist party worker. During much ot 
that time he had been an educational direc- 
tor, teaching Stalinist doctrine. The party 
doctrine included advocacy of ormed revolu- 
tion "by means of rifles, bayonets, cannons" 
to enforce and maintain the supremacy ot 
"the conquering party." 

"Tho proletariat must resort to an armed 
uprising," said the statutes, theses and con- 
' dltlons ot admission to the Communist Inter- 
national during the period when Schneider- 
man was an educational director tor the 
party. 

The naturalization law requires that op- 
pllcants, tor five years preceding naturaliza- 
tion, shall have dcmon^rated attachment to 
tho principles of the constitution ot this 
country. 

Justice Stone assumes, and surely nobody 
win challtnge, that the principles ot our 
constitution at least Include freedom ot 
speech, of the press, the privileges of life, lib- 
erty and property, the right to representative 
government, the duty to obey constitutional 
laws. All of these the Communist parly, at 
tho time when Schnelderman worked In and 
lor It and became an. American cltlten by 
naturalization, denied, worked against and 
eald must be destroyed by proletarian resort 
to armed uprising. 

' How, Justice Stone wonders, could any man 
exhibit attachment to the principles of the 
constitution and at the same time teach, as 
vocation and avocation, the doctrine that 
those principles must be destroyed? 
He rejects utterly the opinion ot Justice

The steady advance In air superi- 
ority by tho allies probably Is the 
result not only of Isrger alUed pro- 
duction but sUo ot a fundamental 
mistake tn the Oerman conception 
ot air war. While the Americans 
ceniratcd on the thoroughly armed 
Fortress which has telling offensive 
power the Germans were putting 
their best efforts into lighters In-, 
stead of bombers. Tho fighter Is a 
defensive weapon. The bomber Is

emy. At the same time, as ... 
Americans have demonstrated, it 
can become a powerful means of 
destroying an enemy fighter force. 

Evidently the Oermans considered 
bombing more for Its effect on the 
morale of the enemy than as a mil- 
itary weapon. To the Oermans the 
bomber was an instrument for ter- 
rorising ciTlllsn populations rather 
than, as the Americans conceive It, 
an Instrument for hitting a military 
target whether It be an enemy air- 
craft engine factory, a waterworks, 
a railroad freight yards or any other 
specific mliltaiy objective. 

Against helpless people and help- 
less communities such as Warsaw 
and Rotterdam the aerroans were 
able to bomb ihe cities Into a sham- 
bles and drlte the people out In 
panle. But allied airmen consider 
the German bombing ot liondon Was 
stupid. The target was too large 
and In spite ol severe damage in 
spots there Just was too much ot 
London to destroy It from the air. 
The net elfect ot the destruction 
was minor and London was In no 
sense made uninhabitable. 

Neither dU the Germans Induce 
terror and panic but rather the re- 



verse tor the population ot London 
steadily Improved Its methods ot fire 
fighting and otherwise potectlng tho 
city. American airmen who are tho 
developers of precision bombing be- 
liove that the Qermans might have 
coma closer to knocking out England 
If they had Ignored London" and 
concentrated on the aircraft fac- 
tories making Spltfh'es. As It was, 
the British were able to build up 
fighter forces that made It too cost- 
ly tor the Oermans to persist in 
moss bombing. 

AH ot this li considered by airmen 
whom I talked with In England and 
here to carry a lesson to our side, 
namely, that we must destroy the 
Oerman tighter force because It 
comtilutes the first real hurdle to 
victory. Tunisia went tost when the 
Oermans lost control of the air. The 
dolly losses of German fighters now 
probably will have tho greatest bear- 
ing on the future course ot the 

In raids over France and Oer- 
many the Fortress Is becoming aa 
Important as a destroyer ot Qcr- 
nian fighters as for bombing and 
this uia of Fortresses may well be 
exploited to hasten the end ot the 
the Oerman air force. 

Qeimany placed great faith In air 
warfare and the fact that she Is 
losing Is not because the air does 
not have the value but became the - 
aermans, In aplte of pioneering, did 
not understand the use ot It In the

NEW VOHK, July IS WT—Larry 
AUcn. captured Associated Prcaa war 
correspondent, has started a school 
of Joumallan for American and 
British prisoners of war In his prl- 
ioa camp near Chlell, Italy, a for. 
mer fellow eapUre, Capt. Alan Stuy. 
resont, aald today. 

Captain Stuyvesant. who waa ex- 
changed early In April, said that Al- 
len waa a member of tho newa gath- 
ering ccnunltteo In the camp, and 
gave GOuncs In newspaper writing. 
His classes aided In tho tranolatlon 
and Interpretation of the Itii^ivi and 
Qerman papers, Stuyvesant oodcd. 

Allen vras captured lost July at 
Tobruk, and was taken tiy plane to 
prison camp 31, near Chlell. Since 
then he has written President Rooa- 
•velt. Pope Plus, and other notables 
in his efforts to become repatriated, 
fellow prisoners who have been — 
changed have reported. 

Stuyvesant, 38 -year-old f 
service officer of Allamuchy. N, J., 
who was captured by the acrmons 
In June, 1043, at Blr Hochelm. Llbyi 
while commanding an America 
field service unit wltlt Utc Fighting 
Prtnch. said the prisoners "kept 
traordlnarlly weU abreast of < 
rent evcnls" but ho declined to 
how It was done.
